morality. The experiment has often been tried, and as 
repeatedly failed; and the history of successive generations 
affords accumulated proofs that the world by wisdom 
knew not God. At the period when Rome was in the 
zenith of her glory, when the wisdom of her Senators, and 
the elognence of her Orators drew upon her the admiration, 
as the success of her arms, the fear and hatred of the known 
world, yet amidst all which was high in fame, and splendid 


in conguest, the morals of the people were abject and— 


brutal. The statement which the pen of truth hath recorded 
in the first chap. of the epistle to the Romans, is one should 
suppose sufficient to impose an eternal silence upon those 
who do not hesitate to atlirm, that Revelation should pay 
homage to reason and philosophy.
